GLEICHEN WAR 
VEIERAN VISITS 
FORMER HAUNTS 


(BY DON SWAIN) 

I started with the best intentions 
to comply with your request for an 
article on my recent travels, and af- 
ter an hor’s pains-taking work, I 
found the confounded thing so full of 
personalities that it made absolutely 
painful reading. There were enough 
“T's” in it to start an optician in bus- 
iness, so I put it carefully in the 
waste-paper basket, and with your 
permission, I will try and give you an 
article that will probably be of in- 
terest to the Great War veterans of 
the district, 

On board the C, P. 8, 8. “Duchess of 
Bedford,” I made the acquaintance of 
three veterans, who were on much 
the same trip as myself, and made 
arrangements to join them at Shorn-

made with perfect strangers two 
months earlier, but before ten o’clock 
that night, all four of us were there, 
we were able to obtain rooms at the 
‘Tap and started out bright and early 
the next morning to climb the hill up 
by the military hospital to Moore 
Barracks. We found  vety little 
change there, except that the mar- 
vied quarters appeared to be tre- 
mendously improved to what they 
were in 1915, There was a batta- 
lion of Argyle and Sutherland High- 
landers there. The Gloucesters were 
occupying Napier and there must 
have been dozens of artillery batter- 
ies around,becase we were continually 
running into them.  Incidently there 
were lung lines of mules standing on 
St. Martins Plain which gave a war- 
time touch to the surroundings, in 
fact it only needed a solitary piper 
tuning up by himself to make us 
imagine that it really was 1915, and 
that we still belonged there. 

The old casualty battalion huts on 
St. Martins Plain have all been dolled 
up and are now permanent barracks, 
but where the creek used! to run at 
the rear of the camp, one of the new 
English motor roads has been built, 
I stood and watched.the heavy stream 
of motor traffic going over this road 
where I could remember hopefully 
washing my socks in cold water— 
you've done it. 

It was an awfully hot day, and we 
went across the old foot bridge over 
the railway, turned to the left and 
advanced upon the King’s Arms, you 
remember it; the place where the hop 
vines were trained, over the trellis 
round the lawn. I hate to tell you 
this, fellows, but we stayed there for 
a while, and the long pints of mild 
and bitter are every bit as foamy and 
fruity as they used to be, 

We lunched there, and then started 
back across St. Martins Plain by way 
of the footpath through the old Nor- 
man churchyard and across the fields 


to Moore barracks again, through the]. 


barracks and down by the Garrison 
church and into the ten acres that 
is forever Canada, 

I still find it difficult to describe 
my feelings, looking ate those rows 
of stones with the Maple Leaf carved 
into each of them, somehow it seems 
more pitiful there than in France. 
One looked for it and expected it in 
France, but here you felt that it was 
the casualty on his way to health o1 
the boy who had never even got to 
the battle front, and many more 
struck down by the ’flu epidemic in 
1918 after having survived the war. 
and expecting to see home again. 

You have got to see the Canadian 
cemetery in Shorncliff to feel the real 
pathos of the red trail which is left 
behind the war. 

I do not rememer just what par- 
ticular day it it, but one day every 
year, the school children of Sandgate 
Cheriton and Shorncliff hold a decor- 
ation day at this Canadian cemetery, 
and fresh wild flowers are placed on 
the graves, annuals planted, grass 
and trees both attended to. I do not 
know how this came to be started, but 
it is rather nice to know that Can- 
adian graves so far from home, are 
getting this kind of attention, 

We stayed in Folkstone that. even- 
ing and it seemed. good to walk along 
the Leas and hear the bands playing. 
and left for Calais early on Monday. 
Sept. 9th. You can talk about Eng- 
land being conservative and unchang- 
ing, but here at Calais things are 
just the same as they always have 
been, and they’ll probably always be 
that way. The one change that J 
noted was the erection of a- huge 
Casino, but one only hears English 
spoken here, unless you kick about 
your change, then your garcon 
promptly assumes a blank expression. 
However, we found things so mych 
to our liking that we stopped longer 
than we should, in fact, we used up 
three of the four days we had. allow- 
ed,for the trip to France, The things 
we did and saw are too many, and 
perhaps too fruity for this article. 
but we left at seven o’clock on Thurs- 
day morning by car for Ypres, we 
went, through St. Omar, Meteren, 


cliffe, England, on Sepetmber seventh

You all remember the wrethced sani- 
tary conditions which were the gener- 
al rule, the narrow streets and silly 
houses. Today one could not want 
to see people better housed nor bet- 
ter living conditions, The only 
signs of war one sces, outside of a 
heap of rubble in Ypres which marks 
the ld Cloth Hall, aré the cemeteries 
the Old Cloth Hall, are the cemeteries, 
aud in Ypres, the Menin Gate, They 
have a couple of old British regulars 
there who blow the Last Post every 
night, but somehow the — busia' 
strikes us being a bit on the sordid 
side, an added attraction for tourists. 
We did not go to what was referred 
to as the battlefields, we were warn- 
ed what to fully expect. We drove to 
Voormezeele and St. Eloi, I stopped 
my own packet at this place, ,but 
outside of that old church, which 
had its top knocked of in the war of 
1870, I could not recognise the place 
at all. I went into the Princess 
Patricia cemetery at Voormezeele 
found several old pals there. In 
particular I might mention Danny 
Gardner, whom the I, O. D. E. chap- 
ter in Calgary is named after. Re- 
turning through Westoutre, we drap- 
ped into the Estaminet opposite the 
Church. Francine is still there, still 
peddling thick sausages and vin 
blink, blond and fat and frowsy, I 
called her by name and elicited very 
little sunprise, “Every day someone 
come in, they all know Francine,” 
she said. 

They have rebuilt La Brasserie at 
Boescheep, the dump where we used 
to bath and get into somebody else's 
underwear, usually less lousy than 
our own. We stopped once more at 
Blaringhem and absorbed several 
doses of cafe au cognac. It was quite 
necesary, because for some reason, we 
were all feeling very blue and miser- 
able, a feeling which jpersisted all 
the way back to Calais and was only 
dispelled in that town by taking more 
cafe au cagnac without the cafe, 

You have all heard the story about 
the woman who went to see the play 
“East Lynne,” and remarked to a 
friend: “My dear, I never enjoyed a 
play so much in my life. I must have 
wept fifteen times.” You have the 
thing there in a nut shell, if you want 
to enjoy a real holiday, you who 
fought in the late Disagreement, take 
my tip and go to France, go and look 
at the cemeteries and the thousands of 
stones, go and look at the Menin 
Gate with its thousands of names, yes. 
go into your favorite old estaminet 
and drink cafe au cognac or vin blinc 
as the facy suits you and think of the 
days when you wore khaki and were 
full of pep, ready to either sing, fight 
or drink, and I'll bet you a dollar to a 
doughnut you'll enjoy yourself just 
like the woman who saw East Lynne 
—nd weep,

Canadian Anomalies 


Following the close of the’ Great War by the signing of the Armistice; 
Canada demanded and was accorded a place of equality with other nations 
of the world at the Peace Conference, and, with the creation of the League 
of Nations, Canada entered that League on exactly the same terms as all 
other nations, That is to say, Canada was recognized as a nation. And in 


signing the League Covenant, Canada accepted the responsibilities of a, 


nation, 

At the last Imperial Conference, in London, with all the self-govern- 
iny Dominions of the Empire and the British Government fully represented, 
a formal declaration was adopted setting forth that Canada and the other 


self-governing Dominions were fully autonomous nations within the British 


Commonwelath of Nations, possessing exact equality with Great Britain. 
As a logical outcome of these declarations, Canada has established her 


own legations in certain foreign countries, appointed her own ministers, | 


and, in turn, these countries have named ministers at Ottawa. Thus, as a 
nation, Canada has direct representation at Washington, Paris and Tokio, 
in exactly the same manner as any other country. Equally significant is the 
fact that the British Government has appointed a High Commissioner to 
Canada, while Canada maintains a High Commissioner in Lonaon. 

3ut while Canada is thus recognized as a nation, it is the only nation

In the face of such an anomaly, such a ghastly absurdity, it is little 
wonder that the people of other countries laugh in the face of any person 
born in Canada who is bold enough to lay claim to his country being a 
nation.

Canada is, and is proud to be, and desires to remain, a part of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, It is proud of and loyal to the Union Jack 
as the flag of that great Commonwealth, and will ever retain ite;-But just 
as the Dominion has its own Coat of Arms, and each Province its Arms, 
and each city its Arms, so do tthe people of Canada desire to establish and 
retain their own nationality, have their own distinctive flag, and enjoy full 
autonomy in their domestic affairs, 

Much as a native born Canadian may love England, or Scotland, or 
Australia, or New Zealand, he does not desire to merge his identity or lose 
his individuality. He is a Canadian and desires to be known as such, not as 
an Englishman, a Scotsman, an Australian or a New Zealander,

For Pence River District 
Declares Beatty 

“When rail connection is establisne 
ed between the Peace River District 
and the Pacific coast, it would ap- 
pear that Vancouver would be the 
logical point for the outlet on the 
coast,” declared E, W. Beatty, presl- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way; who returned to Vancouver 
Wednesday from Victoria, 

Mr. Beatty was non-committal as 
to when and how rail connection 
between the coast and the Peace 
River area should be made, He sug- 
gested that coast connection would 
be the natural consequence of de- 
velopments in the Peace area, and in- 
timated that it might not be advis- 
able to undertake the great expendi- 
ture until the period had arrived 
when no mistake could be made. 

Regarding the Pacific Great East- 
ern Railway situation, Mr. Beatty 
sald that it would be time enough 
to discuss that matter when the sur- 
vey now under way by the provincial 
government, the Canadian Pacific, 
and the Canadian National has been 
completed, and that the directors of 
this road, jointly owned by the Cana- 
dian Pacific and the Canadian Na- 
tional will likely have some an- 
nouncemetn to make at the end of 
the year.

Airplanes Are Now Used To Carry 
Every Kind Of Shipment 

Fifty tons of milk are being car- 
ried every week by aeroplane be- 
tween London and fhe Continent, 
says a Tit-Bits writer. 

Recently a consignment of sea- 
horses for the Zoo arrived by aero- 
plane at Croydon. Great care was 
lavished on these fantastic creatures, 
half horse and half dragon, which 
were caught in the Bay of Biscay, 
and throughout the flight air was 
pumped into their tanks at ten- 
minute intervals. 

Delicate goldfish are often trans- 
ported in this manner, but the most 
valuable fish cargo by air was a 
number of very rare, rainbow hued 
specimens from the East Indies, 
some of which were valued at $180 
per inch, 

A barred cage was recently built 
inside the fuselage of an aeroplane 
which left Croydon for Le Bourget, 
where it picked up a fully grown 
lion, complete with trainer, and 
brought them back at over 100 miles 
an hour. 

Another special compartment was 
fitted in an aeroplane to accommo- 
date a performing circus horse from 
Paris to London; while an alr- 
freighter arrived recently from Am- 
sterdam with a bear, a monkey and 
a consignment of parrots. 

Twenty years ago it would have 
been impossible to build a road to 
the site of the new observatory on 
Mont Blanc. The aeroplane has 
made it possible to convey the 
stones and materials to a height of 
over 13,000 feet on the mountain 
side; but when the road is complet- 
ed it will be one of the most expen- 
sive in the world.
